I have some large pre-WWII connectors here. 
They are steel tubes about 1 inch in diameter. 
The insert is a plug of bakelite about 3/8th 
inch thick with pins embedded. 

The plug is held in by a single screw. 


On removing the screw, I find the inserts are 
frozen in place- they seem to have swollen. 

I sacrificed one of these plugs- the 

bakelite is jammed so tight that I actually 
broke out the pins and center of the plug. 
The outer diameter of the bakelite 

was still wedged in place. It had to 

be totally shattered to remove it. 


I tried lubricant soaking- no dice. 

If I put these in an oven and get them up 

to a couple of hundred degrees, the steel sleeve 
should expand. Will the bakelite shrink as 
moisture is expelled?
